Could all the children of a township 
be brought to a central graded school, 
how much better could the school 
serve thegcommunity and how much 
useful energy could be couserved. 
There would be enough pupils to war- 
rant the engaging of teachers for the 
various grades, and outside of the 
regular routine of studies, such as the 
present curricula suggest, there could: 
be instruction given in agriculture! 
and imparted in such a way as to en- 
sender a love for rural Ife In the 
pupils. The agricultural course should 
be made as practical as possible. Con- 
siderable land ,should belong to the/f 
schoo erty so that practical ex- 
periments could be tried. Girls could 
be taught domestic science which 
would add greatly to their usefulness 
and efficiency in later years. Outside 
of the staff of teachers for the regular 
work as now undertaken by thé 
schools an extra one would be requor- 
ed for agriculture and one for domes- 
tic solence. The problem of convey- 
ing children to and from school could } ! 
be easily solved.- | 
The school could then be made the 
social as well as the educational cen- 
tre and’all would feel a community of 
interests ‘such as does not exist today. 
A rural spfrit would thus be engen- 
dered and in that way our young men 
and women would not only sce the 
hossibilities of rural pursuits but also 
thelr outstanding advantages over the 
great centres of population.—Camp- 
bellford Herald.

abells,In addition to the use of gas, 
} gave the Germans a.strip of ground 
added to their Ines east and horth- 
éast of Ypres, 

At“no time did the Germans at- 
tempt a great infantry attack. When- 
ever their Infantry came forward in 
the usual close formation, our troops 
burled them back demoralized. 
Whenever our trenches were occu- 
pied, it was only after a concentrat- 
ed shell fire had practically obliter- 
ated them, Not a single German In- 
fantry attack got home. 

One officer told me how he watch- 
ed them repeatedly forming up on 
Grafenstafel Ridge, two thousand or 
more at a time, under officers who 
drove them forward In an attempt to 
profit by this incredible bombard- 
ment, The solid mass . Jumbered 
across the ridged fields until our 
men could distinguish every fright- 
ened face. Then as great gaps were 
blown In the line, ft wavered and 
was broken. 

Occupants of shattered British 
trenches watched these hesitating 
advances contemptuously. It was 
clear the German infantry had no 
stomach for the business at hand. 
They had a trick of suddenly fall'og 
flat and trying to burrow Into the 
sol} with their hands. When a man 
fell dead or wounded, a comrade 
would use his body as a cover. Some 
of them even dragged two or three 
helpless men into a heap and then 
crouched behind the impromptu 
shield.

By the way that poisonous gas that 
the Germans used. was not used 
against our trench, so I don't know 
just what it is like, but there are sev- 
eral men in the hospital completely 
knocked out by it. ;

GERMANY ‘AGAINST THE WORLD, i 


It looks more and more as if the 
War will finally resolve itself ‘into a 
situation'where Germany will be al- 
moat. literally. in the words of ‘the 
Kaiser, fighting “against a world of 
enemies." 

Italy ts now a hard ana fast mem- 
ber of the late Triple Entente—which 
has become the Quadruple: Alilance, 
with each of the four powers bound 
to make no peace or peace terms with 
out the consent of the rest. The én- 
trance of Italy fs regarded as certain 
to drag her close friend and blood 
relative, Roumanis, sooner or later. 
And if war-does flame up again in the 
Balkans, all the little countries lately 
allied against Turkey may once more 
fight side by side. There fs no more 
expectation that Bulgaria will cast 
her lot with the Teutons, in spite of 
her bitter grievances against Servia 
and Greece. She may decide almost 
any time to plunge ‘in and selze the 
territory, wrested from her in the 
second Balkan war, after she had 
won In the first. Greece's neutrality 
is wavering, since the king, with his 
pro-German sympathies, has been 
taken seriously ill. There are signs 
that the former premier Venizelos, 
the strong man of Greece, who is 
eager for a war of aggrandizement 
against the Turk, may be restored to 
power. 

The Teutonic allies are already at 
war actively with seven nations— 
Russia, France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Belgium, Servia and Montenegro, and 
constructively with Japan and Portu- 
gal. The entrance of Roumania, Bul- 
garia, and Greece would make a 
league of twelve enemies. Such a 
ring of foes it may be assumed, would 
soon render Austria-Hungary incap- 
able of effective realiager: and finish 
the work of taking Sonstantinople 
and prostrating Turkey, leaving to 
Germany alone the titanic task of de- 
fending her frontiers against over- 
whelming odds,

He concetved the railroad from 
the Cape to Cairo, almost comsum- 
mated when he gave way to the 
greatest conqueror, Death; whilé 
America’s railroad monarchs and en- 
gineers are still dreaming of the 
inter-continental steel ties between 
the two western continents and from 
the northern one ‘through British 
America and Alaska across the nar- 
row strait that separates the Ameri. 
cas from ‘he Russias, which en- 
gineers say could be more easily 
negotiated than’ can be the Dar- 
danelles or the Bosphorus. 

What bad been called Rhodes 
dream was almost made a reality be 
fore his death.

Rhodes*scholarship for the higher 
education at Oxford University of 
the most accomplished American 
and German students. He included 
German students in the belief that

be said that this is the only one of 
the splendid dreams of Cecll Rhodes 
which bas not ‘“‘come true.” 


“Kicked Into Literature.” 


Son of an adventurous naval cap- 
tain, “Rolf Boldrewood,” or to give 
him bis real name, Thomas Alexander 

rowne, the autbur of that famous 
story, “Robbery Under Arms," who 
has just died, had one of the most 
romantic careers in the annals of lit- 
erature. Pioucer squatter in early 
life in Victoria, he made such goc- 
use of bis opportunities that while 
still In the twenties his check was 
good for a quarter of & million, Then, 
if unfortunately for himself, luckily 
for novel readers, a long drought kill- 
ed off his focks and herds, and com- 
pelled bim to ente- the Government 
service as a atipendiary magistrate, 
coroner, and goldfields warden. 

It was while exercising these of- 
celal functions and ‘keeping his eyea 
open that he met most of the charac- 
ters and gained t.e greater part of 
the experience embodied in his stor- 
fes. Curiously enougb, he took to 
writing as tbe result of. being lame. 
When a comparatively voune man, he 
happened to be. kfcked by a horse. 
This led to his being Iaic.up, and.to 
while away)the tedious ‘bours he 
wrote an Australian sketch called 
“The Kangaroo Rush.” He sent it to 
The Cornhill, which accepted ft, and 
so, as be uscd to say merrily, “he 
was kicked into literature.” “‘Rob- 
bery Under Armco,” the story which 
made bis name, was published ia 
1888,

GERMANY'S DESPERATION. 


While Germany keeps up a bold 
front, and makes the most of any 
gain she may obtain at any point on 
the long battle lines, the evidence ac- | 
cumulates that she is hard pressed. | 


jand that she see the probability, un- 


less she can do something to secure 
an early peace, of the disastrous ter- 
mination of the war into which she 
so recklessly entered. No one accuses 
the Germans of lack of ordinary in- 
telligence. They have not hitherto 
been indifferent to the world’s good 
opinion. Concelted and boastful they 
were,but they were nevertheless anx- 
fous that Germany should play a part 
which would lead the nations of the 
world to look up to her with respect 
and admiration. If a nation with such 
claims and thoughts is found aband- 
oning every principle which the civil- 
ized world regards as necessary to 
theymaintenance of honor, the con- 
clusion is forced upon one that such a 
Policy is simply a desperate effort to 
so shock and horrify the enemy that 
they will sue for peace. True, a cor- 
rect conception of the British charac- 
ter would let the Germans know that 
such methods never can succeed. But 
the Germans, through the whole busi- 
ness, have shown that with all-their 
knowledge and so-called “kultur,” 
they have totally failed to understand 
Britain or the Britons. If the Ger- 
man Government felt that they could 
ultimately succeed by. such methods 
a8 are recognized by international law 
and the dictates of humanity, we may 
be sure that they would confine them- 
selves to such methods. It is not 
conceivable that they would willingly 
and to no material purpose ente

the neutral countries, as to the abun- 
dance of her resources: for carrying

There are three principal ways iz i 

which disease germs are carried from 
person to Peron, upd (bese ways may 
be easily remembered by three catch 
words—food, fingers aud flies. - 

The most important fuxls whicb car- 
ty disease are those whicb are eaten 
caw, since thorough cooking destroys 
disease germs and most cooked foods 
are only dangerous when they bave 
Deen infected in the kitchen after cook- 
tng. Among rew foods, too, many, like 
oranges, are safe because they are 
peeled before eating. 

Of all foods the most dangerous are 
water and milk, because they are of- 
ten polluted (by sewage in the case of 
water, by Buman contact tp the case 
of wilk), uccause they are druok 
Promptly withuvot dime for the disease 
germs to die out and because, usvelly 
in the case of water and often in the 
case of milk, they are not cuoked. 

The second way in which disease 
germs are commonly spread ts oy 
means of contact betwen people them.

try to bear tp mine. stands not only 
for the Gogers themselves, but for all 
sorts of ways in which disease genme 
may be exchanged.’

However, -as 
the Allies on the Western front are 
having trouble getting sufficient high 

explosives, so the Russians have been 
handicapped in a similar way. It is 
doubtful whether any armies without 
an unlimited artillery equipment and 
an inexhaus' ply of high ex- 
plosives could have resisted the Ger- 
manic drive. The Russians have 
never had these, nor even ordinarily 
good equipment in these matters. 
The remedying of the artillery ammu- 
nition defect in the Russian armies 
will remove Germany’s only point of 
military superiority on the Eastern 
front, and enable the Russians to 
make full use of their great strength 
in men. 

The -gaining of the major part of 
Galicia is a reprieve'for the Teuton 
allies from their day of doom at the 
hand of the Slav. That {s all. The 
intrinsic elements in the situation no 
more react against the Allies now 
than before. In fact, with the four 
great countries directly concerned 
fighting with desperate energy, with 
all the advantages of commerce and 
sea communications with much latent 
power now coming Into use, the cam- 
paigning is a question of duration 
alone. The Russian reverse has 
lengthened it, perhaps, but so long as 
Russia stays energetically in the ring 
the end {s as sure a triumph for her 
as for the other Allies...Mail and 
Empire.

August last, Britair. from the sea, reached forth 
» cher strong arm and seized Germany by her 
~ ‘commercial, {Industrial and financial throat to 
* which she still holds. On land, after the battle. 
‘of the Marne, the Allies began to apply pressure 
‘to Germany’s body. It is marvellous how she 
has so long withstood and fought off her adver- 
saries. Even if her efforts have been more_or 
Jess convulsive and irrational of late, they fur- 
nish no ground for minimizing much less for 
.despising her wonderful strength. Germany re- 
mains in spite of the addition of Italy to the 
ranks of her open enemies, a power to be reckon- 
ed with, most seriously, if not doubtfully. How 
closely she pon ie and how great are her pow- 
ers of resis will best be realized from a close 
examination of the present situation of her- 
self and her Alles, which, however hopeless it 
may look to us, seems to affect so little her de- 
’ termination to “fight on.” 
The entry of Italy into the war has com- 
Pletely closed the Mediterranean to the German- 
ic Powers, as a possible supply route. Not an 
ounce of food’ or munitions of war can hence- 
forth reach Germany or Austria from the south. 
‘The Adriatic Sea, during the war, must remain 
practically an Italian lake, unless Austria can 
‘smash the much stronger Italian Navy. The 
Dardanelles are impassable. Turkey is isolated. 
Greece occupies a position of friendly neutrality 
towards the Allies. Whatever Bulgaria’s politi- 
cal attitude may be, she is powerless to affect the 
‘Germanic supply situation. Between her and 
‘Austria extend Montenegro and Serbia, both on 
ithe side of the Allies, and Roumania, which is 
{hand and glove with Italy. 
3: ‘Thus are the Germanic Powers walled off to 
‘to south. They can do little more for Turkey, 
or she for them. Turkey’s own doom is sealed, 
“and, in all probability, will soon be proclaimed 
‘by the clearing of the Dardanelles and the Bés- 
phorus which will double the effectiveness of 
| ‘Russia and greatly Telieve the Allies financially. 
‘To the east Russia is ‘impenetrable and seems 
‘thily capable of holding‘ her own in the end 
‘however she may be set back temporarily. If 
Iehe wecedes it is only to recover breath for a 
fresh advance. If only she could get her surplus 
products out, and urgently needed military sup- 
es in, she would soon be irresistible. 
iit "To the west; the armies of France and Brit- 
igin defy ‘all Germany’s efforts to break through. 
‘Fo the:north alone has she any remaining free- 
}dom’ of movement;: and very little there. She 
‘holds Iost of Belgium’s territory, but cannot‘ 
jutilize its coasts for any really effective purpose. 
iHolland is neutral, but far from friendly to Ger- 
many; 80. is Denmark. All three States lie along 
‘the North Sea; and the North Sea is now, apart 
from submarine activities, a British and French 
‘pond. There remain Norway and Sweden, nei- 
‘ther of them’ friendly to Germany, and both de- 
pendent on the Baltic Sea for commercial inter- 
seourse with her. The Baltic can only be reach- 
ed from without, through a narrow channel, the 
Skagar Rack, which opens into. the North Sea, 
and is almost as easily barred as the Dardanelles 
or the Strait of Gibraltar. 
*. Such is the present outward position of Ger- 
many and her Austrian ally. She can get 
scarcely any food from abroad, and but little of 
the other supplies of which she might be sup- 
‘posed to stand urgently in need: And‘ yet she 
is fully holding her own in the war, which goes 
‘to show how vast and complete must have been 
the extent of her forty years’ preparation for 
this struggle. It also suggests the fearful nar- 
. rowness of the escape which not only the actual 
opponents, but the whole of civilization had 
at the outbreak of the war. But for the 
British Fleet, Germany might today dom- 
inate the world. In spite of that fleet, had it not 
been for much good luck, as well of course, as

MR. BRYAN'S. RESIGNATION, 


These are trying times for Govern- 
ments. All the great qowers have 
had’: Ministerial changes in ‘conse- 
quence of the war. Three members 
of the British Government resigned 
at the beginning of the war because 
of their love of peace. A short time 
ago Mr. Asquith’s Liberal Cabinet be- 
came a coalition Cabinet. Early in 
the ‘war the FrenclMinistry was re- 
constructed, and=a-Government of 
heterogeneous party elements is now 
in office. In Greece the Venizelos 
Government left office’ some months 
ago. In Italy Premier Salandra re-

leaders to form a Government. In 
Austria-Hungary the reins of foreign 
policy were taken out of the hands 
of Count Berchtold.. The Kaiser has 
made some changes in the circle of 
his advisers. And now Mr. Bryan has 
resigned the office of Secretary of 
State at Washington. 

It was expected that the United 
States Government ‘would escape the 
wounds and fractures of this war. Its 
constitution and its remoteness from 
the areas of military operations gave 
{t a degree of immunity. No ma- 
jority vote in the popular Chamber 
could shorten the President's term in 
office or compel him to dismiss a 
member of his Cabinet. But the war 
proved too much for the cohesion of 
even the Washington Government. 
Secretary Bryan has been constrained 
to part company with the President 
because of disagreement concerning 
the rejoinder to the German reply to 
the Lusitania note. In his letter of 
resignation Mr. Bryan says: “You 
“have ed for transmission to 
ene Cetin Government a note’ in 
}“which I cannot join without violat- 
“ing what I deem to be an obligation 
“to my country,” and he adds that 
the prevention of war is the cause 
which is nearest to his heart. He is 
evidently of the same convictions on. 
that point as Lord Morley and Mr. J. 
Burns, who left the British Cabinet 
rather than consent to war. In his 
case such conscientious seruples are 
far more praiseworthy than in Lord 
Morley’s and Mr. Burn’s case. For 
Britain there could not be peace with 
honor after Germany invaded Bel- 
gium. Moreover, Britain had to fight 
for her own existence. We all hope 
the United States will not be drawn 
into this terrible war, and all ROHOr 
the scruples which have led Mr.)

undisputable principle upon which that responsibility rests. The 
Government of the Unitéd States is contending for something 
much greater than’ mere rights of property or privileges of com- 
merce. It is contending for nothing less high and sacred than the 
rights of humanity, which every Government honors itself in 
respecting and which no Government is justified in resigning on 
behalf of those under its care and authority.” ; 


“The Government of the United States cannot admit that the 
proclamation‘of a war zone from which neutral ships have been 
warned to keep away may be made to operate as in any degree an 
abbreviation of the rights either of American shipmasters or of 
American citizens bound on lawful errands as passengers on mer- 
chant ships of belligerent nationality. It does not understand 
the Imperial German Government to question those rights. It 
understands it also to accept as established beyond question the 
principle that_the lives of non-combatants cannot lawfully or 
rightfully be put in jeopardy by the capture of destruction of an 
unresisting merchantmen, and to recognize the obligation to take 
sufficient precautions to ascertain whether a suspected merchant- 
man is in fact of belligerent nationality or is in fact carying con- 
traband of war under a neutral fiag. The Government of the 
United States therefore deems is reasonable to expect that the 
Imperial German Government will adopt the measures necessary 
to put these principles into practice in respect of the safeguarding 
of American lives and American ships, and asks for assurances

. Despatches from various sources are fore- 
casting the early entry into the war of Rumania 
and Bulgaria on the side of the Allies. This 
dramatic change in the scene in the Near East 
‘would be of termendous import. Ever since It- 
aly entered the conflict the war fever has Been 
rising in Bulgaria as well as in Rumania. Up 
to this time Bulgaria appears ta have"been the 
chief obstacle to a united Balkan front against 
* the Germanic Allies, but now, it is reported, she 
has obtai territorial grants from Rumania 
and ut to cqnclude similar negotiations 
with Russia. From this, it is intimated that 
Rumania will go to war against Austria and Bul- 
garia against Turkey. Bulgaria already is re- 
ported to be massing troops on the Turkish fron- 
tier with a view to winning back from Turkey, 
Adrianople. Bulgaria has grievances against 
both Greece and Serbia, and it is uncertain as 
yet what action Greece finally will take. Up to 
this time the interference of King Constantine 
has prevented Greece from taking her part in 
the struggle at a time when she could have reap- 
ed the greatest benefit therefrom. Had Greece 
-.©ome in when Premier Venezolos offered, she 
would have been able to -have thrown an army 
into the Gallipoli Peninsula which would have 
materially assisted the Allies in forcing the Dar- 
danelles and taking Constantinople. 

The importance of the lining up of the Bal- 
kan States on the side of the Allies-is ‘very great.

Major (Rev.) Beattie, chaplain of 
the 2nd Battalion, writes interesting 
letters to his congregation in Peter- 
boro every fortnight In the last one 
received, he vividly described the 
battle of Langemarck, and told of his 
own narrow escape from digastor. 
The letter, in part is as follows: 

“Then the wounded began to come 
back to a hastily prepared temporary 
hospital, where, after- first attention, 
they were laid on stretchers to await 
the arrival of the ambulances. Con- 
tinuing, he says: “As I move among 
the prostrate forms, one says, *Major. 
can I have a blanket, I am cold?* but 
there are not enough to go around. 
No one expected such numbers of 
wounded here; ft was all a surprise. 
*Majof,’ whispers another, as it begins 
to dawn a new day, ‘will it be my 
turn for thé\ambulance soon do you 
think? I was wounded at four o'clock 
yesterday moyging and lay on the 
field all day. <1 am nearly all in, but 
if there are rs worse than nie:| 
take them first\_ That {s the spirit 
which animated the Ca 
No wonder they were he: 
{ After telling how he spen 
noon helping the doctors to d 
wounded, he says: “At noon they 
slackened off, and I went out to see

dropped six shells at that point. I 
saw one man hit. It was a narrow 
escape, but these are every day ex- 
pertences here. Reaching the barn, | 
I found the men occupying a line of; 
trenches ncarby. I went out, found} 
there Capt. G. T. Richardson of King-| 
ston, (a hero every inch), and ar-! 
ranged a service. I stood on the’ 
trench bank while they lay in the| 
|trenches. We sang their favorite, 
hymns these days: ~Lead, Kindly! 
Light, and Nearer My God, to Thee,| 
and offered thanks for our escape. | 
That Sunday night I shall never tor-| 
get. It was my closest and most | 
awful experience. 

After narrating another escape 
from a bursting shell, and telling how 
useful his first aid course at the ar- 
moury last winter had proved to him 
ih enabling him to save the life of a 
wounded man, he says; “I must apol- 
ogize for writing so much about what 
I have seen and done, but I know you 
want to know what your representa- 
tive is doing and what he sees. One 
cannot belleve much one hears. As 
to our dead, I am afraid most of 
them have been buried by the enemy, 
though many were tenderly lald to 
rest by our own hands. I buried 
seventeen in one grave, gathered} 
from a small corner of the battle- 
field. We had to abandon further 
search, as both a sniper and the ar- 
{tillery were getting shots too near 
for safety. I have every reason to

We 
report his ad- 
dress from the 
text, “If ye then 
be risen with 
Christ, seek those 
things that are 
abore.” {(Colos- 
slans 3:1.) The 
Pastor spoke in 
part as follows: 

The--resurrection to which the 
Apostle here refers Is not that great 
change from human to spiritual con- 
ditions of which he speaks else- 
where, but a resurrection already be- 
gun in the hearts aod the minds of 
the New Creatures in Christ. We 
must not lose sight of the fact, how- 
ever, that this is part and parcel of 
the same resurrection. It begins 
here; it ends there. Whoever does 
not begin that resurrection here will 
not end it there; whoever begins it 
here and rgo.on will not get 
it there. On y getting a compre- 
hensive view of the matter can we 
perceive the full Import of the Bible 
teaching on the subject. 

There Is something very definite 
in the Bible. Perhaps in times past 
we failed to get its real import be- 
cause we supposed that it was a 
Book of such deep mysteries that It 
could be understood only by the 
clergy. Consequently if a sane 
thought respecting the Bible came 
Into our minds, we put it away as 
untrue because so reasonable. But 
we are beginning to see that God's 
Book Is the most reasonable and 
logical ever written. And the fact 
that, although written by many dif- 
ferent yriters at various times in the 
world’s history, it !s the. most .rea- 
sonable of books and contains the 
most wonderful story, brings convic- 
a that it Is indeed the Word of 

od. 


Yet much of this Word has been 


| bidden because of the error and mis- 
jjunderstanding which the Adversary 
‘}foisted upon us during the Dark 


Ages. As we get the eyes of our un- 
derstanding open, we see that the Bi- 
ble teaches what to most of us Is a 
certainty — that everywhere are 
death, sickness, sorrow, weakness, 
mental, moral and physical. “By 
one man’s disobedience sin entered 
into the world, and death as a re- 
sult of sin; and so death passed 
upon al] men; for all have sinned,” 
says the Apostle. (Romans 5:12.) 
Brt this thought that death Is the 
penalty of sin Is everywhere rejecs- 
ed; and we are told that eternal tor- 
ment is the penalty for sip. Both 
common sense and’ the Bible are 
thus discredited. 

The facta are that death is the 
great enemy of the human race; that 
death is here because of sin; and 
that unless Got helps us there would 
be no future-life. Plain, simple, 
reasonable, is the Bible proposition: 
Death is upon all mankind; and 
God’s provision is that all shall be 
recovered from the death sentence. 
Death came through one man's dis- 
obedience and is to be set aside 
through another man's obedience, 
The Lord Jesus came Into the world 
and gave Himself a Ransom-price 
for all—a Price that corresponds 
with the first man who sinned.—1 
Corinthians 15:21, 22. 

But, as the Apostle points out, it 
Was necessary not only that Christ 
should die for mankind, but that 
He should rise from the dead for our 
justification. (Romans 4:24, 26.) 
For Christ merely to die on our be- 
half and then to make no applica- 
tion of His merit for us would leave 
us in as terrible a condition as be- 
fore. Therefore God has provided 
not only that our Lord should die, 
but that He should also be ‘ralsed 
from the decd. The time set apart 
for the world's recovery is the period 
of Messiah’s glorious Reign, when 
He will deliver mankind from the 
bondage of corruption which came 
through one man’s disobediénoe, 

Our text speaks of the Church as 
though separate from the _ world. 
Elsewhere the Bible declares that 
the whole world lies in the Wicked 
One, The world are still under con- 
demnation, But the Apostle ex- 
plains that the Church have escaped 


;j/the condemnation that is upon the 


world. We haye(not- gotten free fom 
the weaknesses of the flesh and the 
death condition, but we have escap- 
ed the condemnation — the Jegal 
phase of the subject. God ia taking 
this Church class out of the world, 
to be made partakers of the very 
highest rank of spirit nature—the 
(2 Peter 1:4.) This is the 
promise made to God’s people, the 
Thurch of , the First-borns, whose 
james are written In Heaven, 

“If ye be risen with Christ.” The 
Apostle does not Intimate that this 
is a thing future. All who belong 
to the true,Church of Christ should 
know that ‘they have this resurrec- 
tien. But in order to be risen with 


#{ Christ we must be dead with Him.- 


(2.Timothy 2:11.) Whoever x 
;¢ 
es : 


His death will ‘also anare His teinr 
rection... We must walk in His sten” 
(i;Peter 2:21:)* Our Lord deciar * 
that He came not to ‘do His or 
will, Dut the will of the Father, who 
sent Him. (John 6:38.) So we mu: 
do whatever the Father desires nz 
to do; we must not desire our ow’ 
way. We should seek to know 
God’s will respecting our body— 
what we shall eat, what we sha!! 
wear, what we shall say, what we 
shall do. “To do so will give us what 
the Apostle calls “the spirit of x 
sound mind.” 

Before we became the Lord’s chil- 
dren we did not think properly 
along these lines, Like the Gentiles 
we were thinking of what would sat- 
isfy our appetites. Now we think 
of what would enable us best to 
serve the Lord and whitt-ls best for 
our welfare. Since we have come 
into God’s family, all our talents are 
His; the more we realize how few 
are our talents and our opportuni- 
ties, and how little we are worth to 
the Lord and everybody else, the 
more anxious we shall be to make 
the most out of everything we have 
—mental, moral, physical. 

We are to have In mind also that 
we are to be dead to self-will. Our 
will is that which we wish, and our 
wishes represent our personality. 
If we yleld our-own wishes to an- 
other, we give up our will to that 
extent. If we give up our will to 
some church denomination, then it 
becomes our head, our ruler. If we 
give up our talents, ete., to some s0- 
elety or order, it takes supervision 
of our affairs and our time. God is 
purposing to’ ve an Order—the 
Order of the Royal Priesthood. 

Some of us wear what is known 
as a Cross and Crown Plin.. The 
cross represents our faith in the 
death of Christ and our desire to 
walk In His steps; the crown repre- 
sents the reward of glory, honor and 
immortality; and the wreath aroun! 
the cross and crown represents the 
Restitution blessings coming to the 
world of mankind. A brother who 
had on one of these pins was asked 
what degree _he bad. “The degree 
of the Royal Priesthood.” he re- 
plied. All of God’s people are Odd 
Fellows In the sense that they are 
different from the world. They are 
Masons in that they are of the Tem- 
ple class, whose Chief Corner-Stone 
is this the Lord Jesus Christ. This 
Royal Temple is built on the founda- 
tlon of the Twelve Apostles; and we, 

lving stones, are being built into 
Temple, which by and by will 
be glorious.—1 Peter 2:4-10. 

Invariably God’s things have the 
primary thought. The world has 
more or less copied after these 
things, but they do not see the 
beauty as we do. We have no 
quarrel with anybody. We are sim- 
ply on God's side, the true side; and 
so far as others have the Truta, they 
are with us. Otherwise they are 
against us. Just as it was respect- 
ing our Lord, so it has been with all 
the Body of Christ. (he Chureh— 
there has been a division of the peo- 
ple, some seelng more, some less.— 
John 9:16. 

But God’s work foes on steadily, 
grandly. He is finding these precl- 
ous members of The Christ. In one 
picture they are represented as jew- 
els, in another as living stones, in a 
third as a Royal Priesthood. “The 
Lord knoweth them that are His.” 
We do not know who they are. All 
that we. can do is to assist and leave 
the rest to the Lord. He makes no 
mistake. 

In order to share in the First 
Resurrection with Christ, we must 
sbare In His death, If remind you 
of what St. Paul said. He had been 
discussing the glorious things of the 
Kingdom, and expressing his opinion 
that all things In the world were not 
worthy of consideration in compari- 
son with it, He declared, “I count 
all things but loss, *’* * that I may 
win Christ and be found In Him.” 
(Philippians 3:8, 9.) He .desired 
membership in the Body of Christ. 

The word Christ means anointed; 
Jesus Is the Head of The Christ, and 
the Church are the members. God 
is raising up a great Anolnted One. 
He ralsed up Jesus first, and gave 
Him to be the Head over the Chureh 
which is His Body, Turoughout the 
Gospel Age God has been raising up 
the members of The Anointed; and 
through the Apostle He has said 
that all things are to be counted as 
loss and dross in comparison to that 
wonderful privilege of being mem- 
bers of The Christ; for to Christ God 
promised the Kingdom and glory, 
honor, immortality. 

Jesus has already entered into His 
glory and sat down with the Father, 
This does not signify ythat Siterally 
He bas sat down in Heaven, but that 
He bas. entered into that glorious 
rest of which the Apostle speaks. 
(Hebrews 4:9.) He is at the Fa- 
ther’s right hand—the place'of chief 
favor with God, Next to the Father 
Hi f ts our Lord Jesus Christ. 
The Master bas promised that His 
faithful followers shall sit at His 
tight band, and share in His glory 
as joint-heirs in His inherltance.— 
1 Peter 1:4, 5. 

After mentioning these matters 
and declaring that he counted all 
earthly things as loss and dross, the 
Apostle explains that he was looking 
forward to a resurrection with 
Christ, that he might share in 
Christ’s: glory. (Philippians 3:10.) 
What deprivation will not men en- 
dure in order to attatn earthly hon- 
ors—political, fbdncial and social! 
They do not concern themselves par- 
Ucularly about the amount of labor 
and money expended if only they 
can get the honor, The Apostle, 
taking the viewpoint of God, says, 
How small. all these things look 
when I compare them with the privi- 
lege of becoming a joint-heir with 
Jesus Christ! X 

Then St. Paul declares that he 
does all this that he may win Christ, 
and be found In Him—a member of 
the Body of Christ, the Church. 
Just as we speak of a board of direc- 
tors or of the body of Congreas, so 
the Church is such an orgunis.d 
body. The Apostle was anxious to 
be a member of that Body of Chr'st. 
He saw that Jesus had fulfilled the 
Father's will in all His experiences; 
and knowing thus what the Father 
Is pleased with and seeing that the 
Father bad exalted our Lord, the 
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‘a detre? to follow the Master, 
he says, “That I may know Him 
ad the power of His resurrection” 
~-experlence that grand resurrec- 
‘fon, be ‘“‘changed ‘n a’ moment, in 
the twinkling. of an eye.” Since 
‘ash and blood’ cannot Inherit the 
Meavenly Kingdom, therefore all the 
ody of Christ must undergo the 
wonderful transforming © power’ of 
the First- Resurrection —1 Cortn- 
thians 15:49-55. 

St.: Paul knew that he could not 
enter Into Christ's resurrrection un- 
less he entered into: Christ's death. 
Only those who would suffer with 
Christ could reign with Him. This 
knowledge was what made St. Paul 
so different from others of bis day. 
We look back and see what a won- 
derful man he was—how = Chriat’s 
character shone in his words and 
deeds, how much he was filled with 
the Master's words and disposition. 

The same admonition Is given us, 
that we should “follow His steps.” 
In proportion as we become dead 
to the world, dead with Christ, in 
that proportion we become risen 
with Him. But there Is a difference 
between our case and that of Jesus. 
He was especially born, as the Bi- 
ble emphasizes; and He could not 
have been our Saviour if He bad no: 
been. To deny this fact would be to 
deny the Ransom. Whoever denie: 
that Jesus came Into the world a 
perfect human being is denying the 
whole Plan of Salvation. His life 
did not come from Father Adam, bu: 
was transferred from a higher plane. 
He left the glory which He had. with 
the Heavenly Father, and humbled 
Himself to become a man. He war 
able to do the Father's will. No sin 
debarred from Divine favor. 
But all of u ere born in sin; Go’ 
had declared Adam and his posterity 
unfit for everlasting life and Divine 
fellowship. 

At the age of thirty years ov 
Lord presented Himself to the Fa 
ther In consecration. The Father 
accepted the sacrifice, and manifest- 
ed His acceptance in the impartation 
of the Holy Spirit. Then, havinr} 
received the begétting of the new 
nature, our Lord was counted a 
New Creature. There, at Jordan, He 
died, in the sense of giving up His 
life as a human being: and there He 
began the new life. From the time 
He made His Covenant of Sacrifice 
He was a New Creature, 

During the three and one-half 
years of His ministry .which culmin- 
ated at Calvary, Jesus was not Iiv- 
ing acording to the world. He was 
living a higher bife, During that 
time His sacrifice was satisfactory to 
the Father; and because of this, the 
‘Incense of His offering entered Into 
the antitypical Most High and cover- 
ed the Mercy-Seat. Therefore, when 
He died at Calvary, there was laid 
up for Him the blessing which He 
received on the third day thereafter. 
Because He had proved faithful dure | 
ing the three and one-half years of | 
His anointing of the Holy Spirit, the 
Father ‘raised Him from the dead, 
and exalted Him far above angels. 

The experiences of the Church are 
somewhat similar. From the time

Mounted infantry division, he was 
Promoted first to major-general and 
afterwards {to his present rank cf 
general. -.nd striking testimony to 
his gallantry and personal b:zvery is 
provided by the remarkable fact that 
both Generals French and White: ri- 
commended him for the V.C., but it 
was decided that he was “too zenlory, 
to receive the decoration. 

When Sir Ian returned from South 
Africa with Lord Roberts, he no* un 
naturally thought he had finished wth 
active service for a time. and settled 
down at the War Office as military 
secretary. But when a few months 
later it was seen that the task o° 
ending the war was likely to prove 
more difficult than was at first antici- 
pated, it became obvious that Lori 
Kitchener was in need of a first-class 
assistant. Lord Roberts was very 

{anxious that Sir Ian should return t» 
the front. The latter, howeyer, _¢- 
murred somewhat, and was by to 
ineans eager to go out !f someone clso 
tould be found.

THE LONG PULL ~~ 

Following Lioyd George's warning 
speech of a few days ago there comes 
another on similar lines—from’ Win- 
ston Churchill on Saturday to his con- 
stituents at Duntee—of which speech 
this sentence ss the keynote: 

“The whole nation must be organ- 
ized and mobilized to'secure a victory 
which will bring a lasting peace.” 

Her> in Canada we tnust not think 
these words are mere’ rhetoric, or 
that they are without application ove 
seas. The speaker was addressing 
the people of the United Kingdom, if 
is true, and he spoke cf industrial 
and commercial conscription rather 
than compulsory tnllstment; but "he 
meant that Great Pritafo must be re- 
organized for war 2urpeses, and that 
it must. produce under state control 
tremendous supplies of munitions of 
war and that many rules and methods 
of peace time mist be brushed aside, 
in mery cases regartiefe of individ- 
ual rights «nu inclinations. The na- 
tional existence, the tusk of winning 
decisively seoa or late, must come be- 
fore all other considerations. Those 
who are ht to fight will fight, vol- 
untarily in all probability judging by 
results to date, but through conscrip- 
tion f. need be; and those who cannot 
fight must fetch aud carry in order 
that the armies may meet and crush 
an enemy whose suldiers and whose 
industries were delit.crately prepared 
for a protracted war regardless of 
cost in lives, materials, or national 
peace or comfort. 

The words of Lloyd George and of 
Churchill must help to deepen our 
sense of the gravity of the situation. 
Thus far the war has not greatly af- 
fected the current of our national 
life. Those whose sons and brothers 
have gone to the front have felt to 
the full sense of loss and peril; they 
to those not thus affected, while they 
must feel deep anxiety as to the whole 
matter, the war has not brought as a 
rule present danger, material loss or

PAY-DAY AT THE FRONT 


Tommy Gets His Money Once a Weck 
Untess Actually Fighting 


The splendidly organized Pay De 
partment of the British army enables 
the troops in the firing line to draw 
thelr money each week as regularly 
as if they were in the barracks. Each 
important base has its regimental pay 
office controlled by a chief paymaster. 
Under him are a number of feld 
cashiers whose duties consist of 1:ak- 








ing thelr way into the firing line with 
the troops’ wages. The field cashiers 
are provided with a guard whilst 
travelling, generally by motor car, be 
tween the bass and the trenches. The 
Fegimental officers take charge of the 
wads of french notes with which 
“Tommy” is paid, and when possible 
they arrange to issue the money every 
‘aturday. Often a regiment continu- 
ally engaged in the firing line receives 
{s pay at odd intervals when there 
is a.luf in the fighting, or at night 
time. j 

Every soldier carries A pay book In 
which is entered the amount paid to 
him. The authorities keep a record { 
on what Is known as the acquittance!

United by war, it has been 
necessary ever since to rivet the at- 
tention of the heretofore mutally 
jealous duchies on war. An artificial 
patriotism has been developed. The 
successes of Bismarck and Von 
Moltke know that this martial spirit, 
if not spurred on by the fostering of 
hate outside, would 

“Eat into itself for lack 

Of somebody to hew and hack.” 

Bismarck taught Germans -harsh- 
ness. These recent atrocities can be 
traced to his spirit, He knew no mat- 
ernal tenderness. His adage was: “A 
victorious army should leave the con- 
quered eyes to weep from."

Paris, pillaging, robbing, raping as 
they went. When it was reported, 
after an engagement, that twelve hun- 
dred prisoners were being sent into 
Germany, the Chancellor became ex- 
tremely angry.

flavored with onlons—dined on bread and hard cheese, 
supped on potatoes or cabbage Greased with a bit of fat 
bacon, never ate Meat more than“once a week, and lived 
in hovels described as “not fit to house pigs in"; in 
Manchester, Leeds and London, factory employees dwelt

In America, conditions were not much better, 
worked twelve, fourteen, and sometimes sixteen hours 
In the day.

; great mileage. Dodging ihe Caucasus 
would be like getting from Winnipeg 
to Vancouver without having to cross 
the hKockies. The mountains of Asie

Besides, Constantinople is on tl 
air line from London to Vienna to th 
Euphrates, the Persian Gulf and India 
Constantinople is the half-way hous. 
on the Bagdad railway, which ha: 
been the German dream, From 
Vienna -where connection wit all the 
great railways and ports and capitals 
of Europe is secured the line goes 
to Belgrade, up the Dring valley to 
Nish the new capital of Servia, then 
over the hills to Sofla the capital of 
Bulgaria, thence via Phillpopolis to 
Adrianople and Constsatinople.

In many places {n this glant bat- 
tleGeld it was impossible for me to 
tay where were the Germans and 
where the French, so completely was 
I turned around on account of the 
constant zigzag of the trench ‘lines. 
Sometimes when) I- thorght I was 
safely going in the direction of the 
French I was hauled back by officers, 
who told me I was hi ‘Into the 
German line. 

F sometimes felt that the German 
lines were on three sides, and often 
I was quite correct.. On the other 
hand, the French lines often almost 
completely surrounded the German,” 

.One could not. tell from the near- 
ness of the artillery fire whether ft 
was from friend or foe, I finally de- 
termined that when a battery fired 
fast it was French, for the German 
fire is becoming more Intermittent 
every-day. 

Late one afternoon, coming out of 
a trench into a green meadow, I sud- 
denly found myself planted against 
a mud Bank made of.dirt taken from 
the trenches.. We were just at the 
crest of a hill. In khaki clothes } 
was of the same color as the mud 
bank, so an officer told me I was in 
n fairly safe porition. 

We flattened ourselves casually 
against our mud bank, carefully-ad- 
justed our glasses, turned them to- 
ward the valley before us, whence 
came the sound of exploding shells, 
and calmly watched a village de- 
veloping into nothingness in the sun- 
set. 

There was a loud explosion, a roll 
of dense black smoke, which wzs 
penetrated quickly enough by the 


slong, horizontal rays of the descend- 


ing sun to permit the sight of tum- 
dling roofs and crumbling wails. 
After a few seconds’ intermission 
there was another explosion, ‘and 
what looked Hke a publie school in 
the main street sagged suddenly into 
a jagged pile of stones, 

Away to the right of the village, 
now reduced to ruins, was Neur'lie- 
St. Vaast, still occupied by boin 
French and Germans, the former 
slowly retaking it, house by house. 
We were about half a mile away. 
We could see little, for in this busl- 
ness of house to house occupation 
most of the Sghting is in the cellars. 

Suddenly I heard a tremendous 
explosion and. saw a great mass of 
masonry and debris of all descrip. 
Uons flying high In the air. I knew 
just what had happened. The Frenec 
had exploded a mine. Much of the 
debris I saw flying through space 
had been German soldiers a few 
seconds before. 

Before the smoke died away we 
heard a savage yell. That was the 
French cry of victory. Then we 
heard a rapid cracking of rifies—<h« 
sign that the French had advance-! 
across the space between the houser 
to finish the- work their mine had 
left undone. 


HOLLAND THE KEY. 


Her Entry Into War Would End the 
Strugg-e. 

In the opinion of high practical 
experts sn early and decisive end tc 
the conflict can be brought abou! 
only in one way. This is by th: 
entrance into the struggle of Hol- 
land, which country they regard a: 
the key of the whole situation, 

According to reports recelved 
continually through official channels, 
the entrance of Holland on the side, 
of the allies is not an yalikely con- 
tingency. Holland is described in 
these reports as, being in an “‘ansry 
mood” toward pGermans on account 
of the losses of vessels and other 
property which she has experienced. 
It is understood every effort is being 
made by British diplomacy to bring 
her over to the side of the allies. 

The American military view is 
that if Holland enters The war her 
army of 400,000 men will occupy 
the attention of the German forces 
on her borders, In the meantime 
Lord Kitchener will land on Hol- 
land’s shores the army of nearly a 
million men which -he-has im Eng- 
land. 

This.army would invade Germany 
with all possible speed, to cut off the 
other lines of communication with 
the great German army now In the 
trenches in Belgium and. France. 
The effect would be to deprive the 
German army at once of food sup- 
piles. 

The main’ German army would 
then be caught between two great 
armies, and in the language of mill- 
tary experts it would be “‘squeesed.” 

The experts describe the present 
fighting in- France and Belgium not 
a series of battles; but a prolonged 
siege. The front extends from the 
sea to the Vosges Mountains, a dis-) 
tance of about 350 miles, and fank- 
ing operations are out of the ques- 
tion. . 

In their opinion, the best the 
allies could hope to do, unless Hol- 
land entered the’war and gave. them 
a gate through which to strike, 
would be to force the German line 
slowly backward by sheer weight of 
numbers. - 

For these reasons the’ belief exists 
that the invasion © of > )Germany 
through Holland: is a trick Lord 
Kitchener has “‘up his sleeve,” and 
will play when the right time comes:

With the crops all in 
and. the wheat ripening, word came 
that strange, picturesque mortals 
from somewhere beyond the Arabian 
Nights‘ country, known as the Brit- 
istr‘Indian troops, who had been re- 
frigerating through a raw Flanders 
winter in:French barns and’ out- 
bulldings; were going io give an ex- 
hibition of horsemanship. 

Everybody ‘was invited ,and there 
was no admission fee. It was like s 
free Wild West show on the ount- 
skirts of a New England village, 
with a chance to see a herole King, 
and if he really was as tal] as the 
people had gaid. 

The scene was a small plateau, 
hardened by. hoofs of the cavalry 
drill, the one space in northern 
France which the industry of those 
too weak to fight had not made 
green with cultivation... Across the 
sweep of fields aud grooves which 
hid the trenches and battcries along 
the British front was an almost un- 
broken silence, but farther north a 
section of the horizon was roaring 
ke a gigantic wuffied snare-drum. 

There French guns, hundreds of 
French guns, were busy tearing 
away at the German works known 
as “The Labyrinth.” There men 
were being killed or wounded every 
minute, bui those living near the 
front thought nothing of that. They 
are as used to it as is anybody living 
in'the neighborhood of Niagara*Falls 
to thelr roar. 

Joy was in the Indians’ hearts, 
the joy of a warming sunshine to 
children of the sun fairly out of 2 
winter ice-box at last.

Champion Runner's Dash. 


A veritable race with death was 
that acomplished recently by Henri 
Siret, the famous French runner. 
The success of a day's fighting at a 
certain point depended on a measage 
belng carrier from an Infantry de- 
tachment to the commander of 8 
battery four miles away. No motor 
cyclist or cyclist was available, and 
the captain of the infantry was in 
despair, when Siret came forward 
and begged to be. allowed to take 
the message, although he knew that 
only by a miracle could he get 
through, for the road was under a 
continuous deadly fire. 

The captain agreed, and Sirol, to 
the amazement of his captain and 
comrades,. cut right acrose the 
muddy fields, jumping .over the 
ground in his ~ peculiar long, low 
strides, just as he would on the 
cinder-track, and succeeded in tak- 
ing the message to_the artillery com- 
mandant, despite the fact that he 
was the target of many rifiemen, In 
this run Siret covered nearly eight 
mae in a little over forty minutes.

At one 
edge of this box is dtted a pad of ab- 
sorbent felt. At another eige ls a rub 
ber squeegee. Tbe whole is equipped 
with » short metal bandir, toto whicb 
a long wooden handle ix tu be dtted. 
When in use the contaiver is filled with 
water, to whicb ure added a few drops 
of ammonia or alcobol, The pad is 
then ‘allowed to soak und the whole 
device moved vertically up and down 
the window.

J H. Morgan, the eminent constitutional lawyer, 
in the “Nineteenth Century” for June, gives a 
terrible and poignant account of his personal ex- 
periences as an official investigator in northeast- 
ern Krance into alleged breaches of the laws of 
war “By the German troops. Liberal use of the 
material accumulated by Professor Morgan has 
been made by Lord Bryce’s Committee, but in his 
contribution to the “Nineteenth Century” ‘he 
covers new ground. ; 

A jurist of distinction, accustomed to weigh 
evidence and to take a critical view of men and 
things, he is not the type of man to accept with 
blind credulity every tale told by'an indignant 

* soldier of a frightened refugee. His method of 
inquiry was severely judicial. From it there 
emerges indubitable evidence of wholesale 
atrocities that will stamp the German Army with 
infamy for all time. Proof is cited from field 
diaries of dead or captured Germans of a “‘ma- 
lignant frenzy” against British troops; and there 
ip tragic evidence that some British prisoners 
were killed in cold blood by their barbarous foe. 
As for the crimes against non-combatants, 
against innocent women, girls, and feeble old 
men, they are so dreadful as to suggest that they 
must have been committed by devils incarnate, 
not by men. 

“The Germans,” he writes, “have broken all 


rules, human and divine, and not even the an- 
cient freemasonry of arms, whose honorable 
traditions are almost as old as war itself, has 
restrained them in their brutal and licentious 
fury. It is useless to discriminate between the 
people and their rulers; an abundance of diaries 
of soldiers. in the ranks shows that all are af- 
fected with a common spirit.” A whole nation 
has. been taught with passionate method, through 
@-long course of years, that war is a normal 
state of civilization; that the lust of conquest 
abd the arrogance of race are the most precious 
of the virtues. “On this Dead Sea fruit the Ger- 
man people have been fed for a generation, un- 
til they are rotten to the core.”

Whatever our fate 
may be In this war, whatever social 
upheavals may result, it is obvious 
that the chiefest consideration is the 
supply of children for carrying out 
the high ideals that have made the 
British Empire what it is and given 
us the sympathy and moral support 
of all the countries in the world ex- 
cept Germany, Austria, and—Turkey.

| How few anywhere profess to be 
idisciples or followers of Jesus and 
His teachings! Christian standards 
jhave been so lowered that to-day a 
Christian is not’ one who ‘as sur- 
rendered bis whole being to God 
and His service, and who bas devrot- 
ed himself to following the Master’s 
example, but merely one who re- 
{rains from profanity and such gross 
sins as murder aod immorality. 
This change bas come about as a 
revulsion against the thought that 
everybody except a mere handful of, 
saints is en route to eternal torture. 
Kind-hearted people could not think 
of their {friends and relatives as suf- 
fering thus. They bad the: thought 
Jof eternal torture firmly fixed and 
let it remain, but moved down low 
the standard of worthiness for ever- 
j lasting life. 

| Lueifer, the cherub, through am- 
'dition became Satan, God's oppon- 
tent. He decelved our firat parents 
{foto sin by bis great falsehood, “Ye 
jehall not surely die.” (Genesis 3:4.) 
Since then be bas supported that ile 
personally and through his demon 
hosts of fallen angels. These are 
not far off stoking fires In Hell and 
Purgatory, but right with humanity, 
perpetrating the original He and 
convincing the world that Satan told 
the truth when he sald, “Ye shall 
not surely dle’; and that God Iled 
when He said, “Thou shalt surely 
die.” The doctrines of demons have 
to far succeeded that now practical- 
ly eaveryhody believes that lie, and 
the claim Is made that the dead are 
more alive after death than before.

_and rejoice in the misery of tbe un- 


fortunates? Assuredly no bumar 
brain ever concocted such.a Satanic 
theory! We challenge the ability oF 
any man to sit down and deliberatety 
concoct anything worse than ba: 
been described to us as the Plan of 
the great Heavenly Creator. the Fa- 
ther of mercies, from whom cometh 
down every good and every perfect 
gift, and whose very name is Love. 
We have never found man or, woman 
so fiendish as our God bas been de- 
scribed to us. 

Herein we see the Satanic cunning 
of our great Adversary: By estab- 
Ushing great religious institutions 
he has satisfied a certain mental 
craving, bound to-assert itself In 
humanity. Yet by these false dor- 
trines, which blaspheme the Divine 
character and the Bible by misrepre-

To escape insanity { plung- 
ed into fety, gave and attended 
sociat functions, and made my Iife 
one busy whirl, In which I had no 
time to think of Gor or Satan or 
the Bible. Oh, bow changed every- 
thing {s now, Pastor Russell! My 
heart always yearned for God, and 
now | know Him. I read His Book, 
and see its great Divine Plan of the 
Ages, showing a gracious blessing 
for the Elect on the Heavenly plane 
and a grand Restitution for the non- 
elect to perfection on the earthly 
plane, 
‘Studies in the Scriptures.’ ” 

Have we not driven away from 
God and from fhe Bible some of the 
very best minds of the world, plung- 
ing them into business, pleasure, s0- 
clety, novel-reading, theatre-going or 
intoxication—anything to stop them- 
selves from thinking about the ter- 
rible possibilities of the future re- 
lated to them by you and me who 
bave been deluded by these doc 
trines of devils? 

St. Paul describes. Satan’s work 
concisely in ‘the statement which 
forms our text. If the true light of 
God shines Into any heart, it begins 
a transformation work at once; 
hence Satan's anxiety to keep peopie 
from thinking of God as ‘a reasan- 
able and adorable Creator and from 
studying His gracious Plan for bu- 
man redemption. We see how the 
eyes of all bave been much holden— 
the world seelng nothing at all, and 
Christiane’ seefng hittle enough .of 
the goodners of God: Thus St. Paul 
prayed-for Christlans that the eyes 
ot their understanding opening, they 
might be able. to comprehend sthe 
lengths and breadtbs, the heights 
and depths, and to know the Love of 
God, which passes all Duman under- 
standing.—Ephesians 1:15-23; 3:14- 
19. 

This Love of God was completely 
obscured by the dense darkness of 
the medieval period, when the doc- 
trines of demons xot full bold upon 
the minds of the people; because the 
Bible was reprobated and out of use 
fo. twelve hundred years, while the 
people were misguided into think- 
ing that so-cailea Apostolic bishops 
had the same autbority as tbe orlg- 
inal Twelve Aposties woom Jesus or- 
dained.

the ‘matter that (both ‘Protestant and 
Gatholic bishops gave them the Bi- 
ble In English,’ but’ with dire threats 
that ff in’réading they ‘got ‘anything 
different from the ‘creeds that the 
‘bishops had made, they would roast 
to all eternity. Ever since, the Bible 
has been obliged to fight for every 
inch of ground it has gained—fght- 
ing against ‘bishops'and clergy who, 
if-they. could ‘not keep it from the 
people, did their best to make !t 
support the doctrines’ of demons— 
the clergy themselves being decefved 
also, and verily thinking that they 
were doing God service.

They 
are too intelligent to believe in eter- 
nal torture, and experience a revul- 
sion of feeling against the Bible, 
which the doctsines of demons bave 
led them to believe teaches these 
Satanic delusions.

lees educated ministers, whom thelr | 


educated brethren style ‘‘moss- 
backs.” There are others whose 
consc‘ences are not entirely seared. 
who are in great distress, wishing to 
be honest, but fearing the cost. They 
say little about tbe future, occasion- 
ally work in a little Truth, and are 
generally very unhapply. 1! have 
hope for many of these yet, that they 
will get right with God and take 
their stand for truth and righteous- 
ness, casting all their cares and feara 
upon the Lord—fears respecting 
their living and provision for their 
familles, respecting thelr good 
names, which will be cast out as 
evil, as mine bas been, if they will 
firmly stand. The time of decision 
is here. Whoever is not for God and 
for the Truth {fs against the same. 

The great leaders of Ecclesiastic- 
ism seem to bave no conscience. If 
approached by their confiding flocks, 
they dodge the questions with de- 
ceptive phrases, fearing not God, 
neither regarding man, but merely 
looking for gain, each from bis own 
quarter—his ‘denomination.—Isalab 
56:11. 

It is the duty of all who see the 
Truth clearly to act positively. (2 
Corinthians 6:17, 18.) Whoever 
lends financial ald or moral support 
to the great systems which are op- 
posing the true teachings of God's 
Word, apd assisting in the perpetua- 
tlon of Satan’s Ie, is a partaker of 
the evil deeds and will share in the 
woes soon to come. . 

Recently a young business man 
told.me of his experience. He in- 
quired of his pastor, ‘Is there a Hell 
of eternal torture for all except the 
saintly?’ The cheerful answer was, 
“Yes, certainly.” The young man 
bad been reading and thinking, and 

told the pastor bis conclusions. As 
he left the study, the pastor put his 
hand on the young man’s sboulder, 
saying, ‘George, 1 do not believe in 
eternal torture, either. But, you 
know, we must preach it; otherwise, 
what would become of the world? 
They would go from bad to worse.” 
What does that young man think 
of his pastor now?—a liar, a hypo- 
crite, a blasphemer of God—al] to 
hold his place in the religious firma- 
ment—Jjustifying himself by. sans, 
Let us do evil that good may e; 
let us blaspheme God's name, that 
we may lead the people, and drive 
them away from God and the Bible! 
We know of no worse crimé'that bu- 
manity could commit than that of 
blaspheming God's holy name. In 
the Jewlsh Law this sin was placed 
abead of all sins relating to fellow- 
men. That minister is merely a 
sample of about nine-tenths of the 
entire clergy, so far as we are able 
to know from thelr creed professionr 
and their: private denials of these.

Pola their chief base in 1848 they have 


accomplished wonders there. It is 
claimed that with the assistance of 
submarines and aircraft Pola is rir- 
tually impregnable, Its commodious 
harbor, almost land locked, has been 
enlarged so that it easily contains the 
entire Austrian feet. It is divided into 
two basins by a chain of small islands. 
The entrance is strongly defended, and 
an extensive system of fortifications on 
the hills tnclosing the barbor insures 
complete p otection. There is a good 
roadstead in the large channel of Fasa- 
na, which separates the mainland from 
the’ Brionian fslands, The marine ar- 
senal of Pola is a vast establishment 
with all the requisites for a large fleet. 
Artillery laboratories and powder mag- 
azines are situated on the north shore, 
and bebind the arsenal is San Policar- 
po, with huge barracks and hospitais.

This is, how- 
ever, quite an erroneous idea, for 
such*a note is a promise by the bank 
to pay the dearer: a certuin sum on 
demand, a negotiable instrumeat 
transferable by mere delivery. 

The Bank of England has iegally 
no power to refuse payment, and if 
ft had such power it would be a 
serious thing, for Bank of England 
note Is legal tender to any amount, 
and unless it were in fact as good as 
money it would be imporssible to 
catry on business. 

But what the bank will do Is to 
delay as long as possible the pay- 
mezt of the note, thereby giving the 
loser an opportunity or establishing, 
if be can, bis utle to-it as against

\COLONEL’S BATTLE “LUCK” 


Went Through a Dvzen Terrific 
Fights, Killed In Isolated Village. 


“Luck in battle," is the subject of 
an ever-increasing number of anec- 
dotes, 

The Colonel of a regiment that 
was in the battle of Morhange, in the 
battle of the Marne and at the at- 
tack of Eparges, participating in 
more than a dozen “batiie7 and a 
score of charges, marching each time 
at the head of bis troops and each 
time running 90 chances out of 100 
of being killed, received not a 
scratch, though his regiment was cut 
to pieces at Morbange and Eparges. 

The other day he retired with his 
staff to an isolated village behind 
the Hines to rest, [t wes a spot the 
German heavy artillery had neglect- 
ed, althqugh It was in range. The 
chances were that he would pass his 
days of rest there in security. The 
evening of his urrival the Germans 
remembered there was a_ village 
there and began to bombard It. The 
last sbell they fred fell In the very 
centre of the messroom. The four 
offsers around him escaped with in- 
significant bruises, bur ihe Colonel 
was killed outright. 

Six artillery officers were at mess 
in a little house from which the fire 
of their battery had been directed. 
A shell struck it; five of them were 
killed and the sixth was untoucbed. 
His men pleaded with him to go to 
the cellar as long as the bombard- 
ment continued, but he insisted on 
remaining where he could better di- 
rect the fire of the battery. Scores 
of shells fell around the spot with- 
out ‘touching him. Finally he was 
prevailed upon to go into the cellar, 
and he bad no more than disappear 
ed when a shell went through the 
cellar window and killed him, 

Shells are more uncertain than 
bullets, the soldiers say. ‘The latter 
are expected, as the soldier knows 
whence they are likely to come, 
while the former strike in spots and 
‘at moments 4east expected. Wind 
and weather enter into the elements 
of luck, The dampness of the map 
from which an artillery officer cal- 
culates distances may account for 
the chance that brings a shell to a 
soldier or send it a hundred yards 
from him,

* At the Dardanelles his treatment 
of the British weunded and his con- 
duct towards British prisoners _har 
so far been strictly praiseworthy. 
Sir Edward Pears, moreover, bas 
paid bim high tribute for his-care- 
ful consideration for the persons ani 
property of enemy allens in Con. 
stantinople. In fact, one Britis: 
officer has gone so far as to say that 
the Turk is the only gentlemen on 
the other side. 

And a recent official note issucd 
by the French War Office paid a 
atriking und somewbat unusual tri- 
bute to the enemy by declaring that 
“bravery and coolness of the Otto- 
man troops are worthy-of partiicula: 
mention.”
